QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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Hoover Sees Financial Stability 


Herbert Hoover is not only one of the keénest students 
of economic matters that we have, but he is also extremely 
conservative in his judgment, so that when he speaks his 
words carry a very considerable weight. For this reason it 
is a comfortable and reassuring thing to know that Mr. 
Hoover believes that the day of the old-fashioned panic in 
our economic structure is gone. In an interview which he 
recently gave a representative of the Magazine of Wall Street 
Mr. Hoover said :— 

“I can say that I believe that the profound forces which 
have been in motion in the whole business world, particularly 
during the past fifteen years, are making for greater stability, 
and have, in my view, greatly mitigated the violence of the 
business cycle. ; ; 

“It seems impossible that the old terror-stricken panic 
can ever return, and I fervently hope that those periodic 
stretches of heart-breaking unemployment, back-breaking 
prices to farmers, bankruptcies to business men through no 
fault of their own, are on their way to history if we only 


continue wise. 
“Many factors contribute to this hope. The Federal Re- 


serve System has already proved its ability to guarantee 
against money panics. Business concerns have today larger 
working capitals of their own, i. e., less proportion of inven- 
tories carried on bank loans. All this contributes to freedom 
from interruption of production and distribution through acci- 
dental or artificial restriction of credit. 

“We have an increasing skill in business and technical 
direction, in scientific discovery and invention due to the enor- 
mous spread of education. Thus we have constantly new fields 
for investment in new products meeting new satisfaction. 

“We have a large growth of co-operative sense in business 
—an increased feeling of mutual responsibility and an un- 
doubted decrease in wasteful labor conflicts. Our foreign 
trade has greatly expanded, thus giving a wider base to pro- 
duction and a greater variety and spread of customers. We 
have shifted our merchandising methods to a great degree 
from advance orders to hand-to-mouth buying—making for 
less inventories and thus less hazards in price movements. 

“Finally, we have enormously improved our private and 
governmental information services as to economic movements. 

“Certainly we have had an unprecedentedly long period of 
stability—and the fundamental forces of stability are growing. 

In any event, none of the signs point to a slump at the present 

time: 

It is to be noted that many of the points that Mr. Hoover 
makes apply almost specifically to the automotive industry. 
Certainly “an increasing skill in business and _ technical 
direction in scientific discovery and invention,” have been 
fundamental characteristics of the automotive business. Also 
no other business has exceeded cur own in the enlightened 
development of the export field. 

We believe that conditions which have existed in the 
automotive field this year, the complete cessation of the great 
Ford organization, would once’ have caused a very serious 
slump—almost a panic. The essential stability of the busi- 
ness, of which Mr. Hoover speaks, prevented any such condi- 
tion, and we shall end the year only about 12 or 15 per cent. 
off from the record total of 1926. The ancient bugaboo of 
panic seems permanently laid. 


New Ford Parts Ready 


NE of the interesting conditions disclosed by the Auto- 
motive Daily News representative at the N. S. P. A. 
show at Cleveland is the fact that parts makers generally 
have Model A lines ready for announcement as soon as the 
official word is forthcoming from the manufacturer of the 
car. Naturally enough the parts makers are extremely ret- 
icent as to what they will offer for the improvement of the 
new model Ford. 

However, the important fact regarding this situation is 
that the official Ford announcement is going to release a 
stream of parts business in addition to the business created 
by sales of the car itself. It would be hard to overestimate

so far as the factory is concerned, 

the business is virtually on a 
cash basis. Installment selling, 
or the granting of credit terms 
to purchasers, has become exten- 
sive and one of the greatest stimuli 
to sales, but a machinery entirely 
separate from the manufacturer 
has been set up to harfdle this 
part of the business. The factory 
still sells for cash, and as one 
manufacturer recently pointed out 
it frequently happens that raw 
materials are converted into cars 
which are sold for cash before the 
raw materials have been paid for. 

This condition has been only 
partly responsible for the amazing 
rapidity with which the motor in- 
dustry has built up its cash account. 
Another factor has been the un- 
usually liberal depreciation policies 
of the leading companies. In no 
other industry of its magnitude is 
the tendency toward conservative 
bookkeeping more pronounced. 

The motor industry is noted for 
| its progressiveness in manufactur- 
|ing and production methods. This 
| has involved constant replacement 
| of machinery and facilities with the 
|most up-to-date time and labor- 
| Saving devices. The policy is re- 
| flected in conservative appraisal of 
| plant accounts in balance sheets and 
junusually heavy charges against 
| earnings. One motor executive, com- 
| menting on this phase of the indus- 
|try recently, said: “The motor in-

ASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Ex- 
ports of American tires to 

Mexico in the first nine months of 
this year increased in volume over 
the same pcriod of 1926, but de- 
creased in total value, the rubber 
division of the Department of 
Commerce announced today. 

The total thus far this year was 
69,842, as compared with 58,822 in | 
1926, but the total value decreased | 
from $822,098 to $794,586. In other 
words, the unit value declined from | 
$13.98 to $11.38. ; 

Automobile registration in Mexico 

as of last January was 50,476, an 
-increase of 10 jer ~cent. over the 
previous year. The casing market 
in Mexico City is reported as in an 
uncertain- condition with no estab- 
lished prices existing, despite an 
agreement among manufacturers’ 
representatives that dealers sell at 
uniform prices 

The third quarter had decreased 
sales, owing to the rainy season and 
the political unrest. Sales were re- 
ported slow and collections difficult. 
Two American makes led in sales, 
followed by Dunlop, Michelin and 
two other American makes. At Vera 
Cruz, Tampico, Saltillo, Monterey 
and Yucatan casing sales were 
below normal, with American makes 
getting the bulk of the existing 
business.

Dunlop led in casing sales during 
the third quarter, followed by four 
American, makes and Michelin.

Truck rental business of the sta- 
tions, also operating at capacity, 
has made necessary the addition of 
twenty new one-ton, panel body 
carriers in order to supply the de- 
mand created by various department 
stores and other firms requiring ad- 
ditional delivery service during the 
pre-Christmas rush. 

Additional equipment, both pas- 
senger and truck, will be added 
from time to time as occasion war- 
rants, according to C. E. Scandiff, 
general manager of the local sta- 
tions.
